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HARLES, by the Grace of GOD, King of Great Britain , France and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, To — I Macers, or Meſſengers at Armes, Our Sheriffs, in that 
part, conjundaly and ſeverally , ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting 3 Foraſmuch', as We by Our Gracious 
Proclamation of the twenty ninth of Fxze laſt, and a Letter under Our Royal hand , Direct to Our 
W Council relative thereto of the eleventh of Fly thereafter, Having ſignified Our Deſire to Reclaim all ſuch 
\ as have been miſled by Ignorance , or blind Zeal, the pretexts of Diſorders; And to Convince 
all indifferent Perſons , that too great Severity is as far from Our Defigns as Our Inclinations, We 
| did according to the Power reſerved to Us;by the firſt Ad of the ſecond Seſſion of Our ſecond Parlia- 
ment, ſiſpend the Execution of all Laws againſt ſuch as frequent Houſe-conventicles in the Low-countries on the 
South-ſide of the River of Tay onely, Excepting alwayes the Town of Edinburgh, and two miles round about the ſame, 
with the Lordſhips of M»/lebargh , and Dalkeith , and the Cities of St. Andrews , Glaſgow, and Stirling , and a mile about 
each of them , and did ſuſpend all diligence tor Fines upon the account of Conventicles, except ſuch as were impoſed 
by Our Privy Council , and fach Fines of Inferiour Judicatures as were uplifted or tranſated before the twenty ninth 
of May laſt, and all Letters of Intercommuning and other Executions; And did Ordain, that all fach as ſhould be ſuffe- 
red to Preach, to have,their Names given in; and Surety found to Our Council for their Peaceable Behaviour, onely one 
Preacher being allowed to a Pariſh, and none to be allowed who appeared againſt Us 1n the late Rebellion, nor none who 
ſhould be admitted by the Unconform Miniſters in any time thereafter , Which Miniſters ſo allowed to Preach are alſo 
allowed to Adminiſtrate the Sacraments. And whereas We are firmely reſolved to have all the As of Our Grace and Mercy 
made effequal ( inthe moſt favourable ſenſe ) to all theſe for whom they were intended by Us ; and as already from time 
to time Caution hath been received for ſuch Miniſters , whoſe names have been given in to Our Council; And upon Ap- 
plication to be made to them.,, Caution is to be received for ſuch of the ſaid Miniſters, as are qualified conform to the 
Terms of Our Proclamation , who are defiredto Preach and Adminiſtrate the Sacraments in any Pariſh in the bounds 
therein expreſt 3 So We have thought fit hereby to Declare, That We will not Pernut nor Allow any to Preach by Ver- 
tue of the Indulgence or Connivance continued in that Our Proclamation, unleſs their names be given in, and Caution 
found for them to Our Couucil as aforeſaid ; But will look upon and eſteem them, and ſich Perſons as Reſort to ſuch 
[rregular Meetings , as Perſons Difaffected to Our Authority , and Contemners of Our Grace and Clemency, And will 
_ proceed againſt all ſuch with the outmoſt Severity of Law. Our Will 1s herefore, and We Charge you {tritly, and 
Command that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-crols of Edirburgh , and other places needful, 
and thereat in Our Name and Authority by open Proclamation , make Publication of the Premiſes that none may pre- 
tend ignorance , And Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed. Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh the thretteenth day
